A Ship of about 250 Ton was afhore in this Neigh- 
bourhood, about 8 Miles Weft of Aberyftwith. She was 
loaden with Wine, Brandy, and orber valuable Goods. 
She hap been at Anchor for fome time near Cardigan, 
but it blew fo hard, chat no Boat could get at her. Ac 
laft a Boat ventured our, but could not go quite ta her ; 
which the Ship’s Crew perceiving, they cut the Ship 
loofe to drive Broadfide to towards the Boat. The Ship, 
tis faid, had {prung a Leak at Sea, The Men got afhore 
fafe, and the Ship drove before the Wind and Sea feve- 
rs} Miles to the }Eaftward, and came afhore at a Place 
cali’d Lianrhuftyd, Whither the Crew mage all the Speed 
they could to meet her; but a gréat’ Nuniber of the Sons 
of Belial bad got there before them, and had begun with 
their uſual Trade of Thieving, and there they work'd 
luftily, (every one for himéelf) and never left the P.ace 
while a Grain of either the Ship of Cargo remain’d. 

There you might have feen feveral Hundred of Mad- 
men ftealing all they could lay their Hands on, and kiil- 
ing one another for their.Prey. They fcuttled the Shi 
in her Side, in order to have the Hogfheads out wit 
more cafe; and they flole them one from the other, and 
oftén ftaved the Hogſheaos the Bultic (out of meer Re- 
vengt) before they were gut out of the Ship.———Thie 
fame Goods were ftolen ten times, perhaps, before they 
came over-board, and likely thifty times before they went 
off the Beach, or elfe, at lezft, of fpilt about.
